For which purpofe, they have, (as I find in 
their Salve Academicum, printed at Leipjick.An. i66>.)nnder-

And of this 
they give a Specimen in the Book, of which an Accompt is now 
to be given,out of that Exemplar,which was lent from that Ge¬ 
nerous Body by the hands of the Learn’d Dr. Sacks, ( a Mem¬ 
ber of the lame) to the Publifher. In it are contained 160 Ob- 
fervations, and 19 Tables of Figures • being the Sum of what 
they havecolletted forthefirft Year,which is 1670. 

Of them we fhall Englilh/or a taft of the Curious here,what 
followeth 5 obferving the promifcuous way of recital, which 
is in the Book it felf.Among others then ('till more Copies of 
the Book come over,) we take notice of:

4 A Deicription of an Anti-pleuritick Medicine,(much, ufed 
and commended by Petrus a Cafiro , formerly chief Phyfitian 
to the Duke of Mantua) made of the Rindes of the longer form 
of Italian Pumpiont, boyled in very oldOyl of Olives, and 
drained through a fleeve. 

5. A Defcription of a Remedy for an Atrophy of the Eye, 
lighted upon by chance, when the Eye of an Dro-i . (or 
Cock ofthe Wood') being difietted, the Aqueous humour, by a 
deepincifion thereof,did fpiit into the Eye of the Operator, 
who thereupon found the pains of his Eye, which was much

■:um or Swallow-wort in the Counties of Stiria and Carinthia, 
molt inhabitants of which are troubled with the Scrofula or 
Kings Evil, curable with the root of that Plant, having in it 
very Volatil, piercing, and difeuffing Spirits , upon which ac¬ 
count, the Author efteeras it alfo very powerful againft Drop- 
fies. 

15. Of a Fcetus tinged yellow by Saffron in the Vteru*, re¬ 
lated by Amatus Lufitanus^nd verified hereby an Experiment 
made upon a Bitch big with Puppy’s j though the Chyle in the 
i-afteous VefTels was whitifh,

of a man of 72 years of Age, being blouded in the Arm* 

17. Of a fort of Crojifhes , which tafte bitter when boyled 5

25. Of an American Alo£, planted in Sile^a i and remaining, 
fteril for 31 years, but after that time (hooting out very many 
branches, and flowers: its chief ftera 18 foot high, bearing 21 
branches, v. .nereof fome had above 200 flowers, which toge¬ 
ther with the main ffem withered away. And of fuch an other., 
in Aiifnia , which in a few days grew up to the height of t 2 in¬ 
ches, growing every natural day a whole palm, and Aiooting 
out 32 branches, in an admirably regular order diftant from 
one another, and in their extremities each producing ftore of 
flowers variouily coloured.

Of Light inbred in the Infe£t, call’d Scolopcnder, (hi¬ 
ding in the dark, and fparkling when comprefled. 

32. Several Obfervations concerning the diet againft 
the Gout, together with a debate upon that fubje&j and the 
manner of ufing the faid Diet. 

33. Of Mercury crowded into the Crural Vein of a Dog, to 
the quantity ot half an Ounce, without any hurt appearing in 
the Animal. 

34. Of a Jafpar-ftone, worm eaten. 

We leave here unmention’d many other curious Obfervati¬ 
ons, related in this Work, partly for want of room, partly be- 
caufe of the unfitnefs of many of them to be expofed to the 
view ofall forts of Readers.

filinethout a fupereminent Principle, the Rational Soul. 

In the Book, which beareth the above-mentioned Title, the 
Author giveth in the Preface an Accomptof the Method , ufed 
by him in this whole Work, and of his Performance in this very 
Volume. 

Concerning his Method, he faith. That he hath comprehen¬ 
ded the whole PhyficKSjOr all Natural Philolophy in Ten Treati- 
fes, in aGeotuetrical method, (which how he performeth , we 
leave to ftriCt Mathematicians to judge; ) beginning from thole 
things that firft incur into our fences, v\. In the Four firft Trea¬ 
dles, he handlesof The fenfible<S 7 d/c/ of Bodies, as theCorpo- 
real Quantum ; Of Bodies Tenfe and Compreis’d, Rare & Denje s 
Heavy and Light, where of the Motion of Bodies, Natural, Vio¬ 
lent, and Mixt; Opack & Diaphanous, Wet and Dry, Hard and 
Soft 5 Tough and Dry $ Flexible and Stiff; Fiffii and Brittle; 
Friable and Du&il; Liquid and Ltquables Inflammable; Ex- 
halable ; Spirable,Of Heat,and Cold ; ofLighr,CoIours,Sounds, 
Odors and Tafts; and of the Refiftence of Bodies. 

In the Fifth , he treateth of the Principles of Bodies Natural, of 
theirGeneration and Corruption, and the Four Elements. 

In the Sixth and Seventh , of Mixtion and mixt Bodies , Im¬ 
perfect and PerfeCf. 

In the Eighth ofCeleftial Bodies* 

In the Ninth , and Tenth , of Plants, Animals, and ^/an.>. 

As to his Performance in this Volume, he thereindilpatcheth 
the Four firft Treatifes. In the whole, he profefieth to have fol¬ 
lowed the Principles of Arijlotle, except where clear Experiment 
and Demonftration neceflitatejto recede from him; obferving 
withal, how much that Philofbpher hath been perverted by A* 
verroSs s and the reft of that Arabian Crew.
